Rio braces for more violence in drug US rushes to contain new 
crackdown WikiLeaks damage

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - Residents of Rio's 
slums braced for more vio¬ 
lence as hundreds of soldiers 
and police joined a widening 
crackdown on drug gangs 
yesterday, that has killed at 
least 31 people in six days. 

Security forces patrolled 
the entrances to the Vila 
Cruzeiro slum, a day after 
military vehicles led by six 
tank-like Ml 13 armed per¬ 
sonnel carriers for the first 
time penetrated the pock¬ 
marked streets run by drug 
traffickers. 

Police said they forced the 
criminals to flee uphill to an¬ 
other slum, and claimed to 
have wrested control of the 
densely populated area back 
from drug gangs. 

Authorities are seeking to 
impose order on the notori¬ 
ously violent slums — known 
here as favelas — before 
Brazil plays host to two of the 
planet's largest sporting 
events: the World Cup in 
2014 and the Olympics two 
years later. 

TV helicopters filmed 
scores of armed men scram¬ 
bling up the surrounding hills 
toward the Morro do Alemao 
favela at the height of Thurs¬ 
day's crackdown. 


Roberto Sa, a senior offi¬ 
cial with the state of Rio de 
Janeiro, said that soldiers 
were surrounding the area 
and police were patrolling the 
entrances to Morro do Ale¬ 
mao to prevent the traffickers 
from escaping. 

Sa told reporters that there 
were no immediate plans to 
storm Morro do Alemao, but 
Rio state security chief Jose 
Beltrame later said that secu¬ 
rity forces could go "wher¬ 
ever we want... at any time 
we please" — a threat aimed 
at keeping the drug gangs off- 
balance. 

Beltrame spoke at a press 


conference along with Gov¬ 
ernor Sergio Cabral, the head 
of Brazil's military, Army 
General Jose Carlos De 
Nardi, and Defense Minister 
Nelson Jobim. 

Jobim has authorized the 
use of 10 military armored 
vehicles, two Air Force heli¬ 
copters and 800 soldiers, to 
be added to the 17,500 police 
officers already engaged in 
the crackdown. Some 300 
federal police were also dis¬ 
patched to bolster local 
forces. 

The dramatic crackdown 
against gangs that have ter¬ 
rorized the resort city for 
years has received wide¬ 
spread support. 

President Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva and president-elect 
Dilma Rousseff both voiced 
support for the police sweep 
and offered federal backing. 

Many residents welcomed 
what they said was long- 
overdue action to combat the 
gangs. A record number of 
calls flooded a hotline as lo¬ 
cals tried to help authorities 
nab gang suspects. 

Police have said they are 
battling two drug gangs that 
have joined forces seeking to 
disrupt a two-year-old favela 
pacification program. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States raced yesterday 
to contain the fallout from the 
looming release of millions of 
sensitive diplomatic cables by 
the WikiLeaks, warning go¬ 
vernments around the world of 
embarrassing disclosures. 

US diplomats headed to 
foreign ministries in hopes of 
staving off anger if the whistle¬ 
blower website puts out the 
leaked cables, which are inter¬ 
nal messages that lack the 
niceties that diplomats gener¬ 
ally voice in public. 

The documents, the third 
tranche since WikiLeaks pub¬ 
lished 77,000 classified US

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Benedict XVI has 
made around five million 
euros (6.6 million dollars) 
from royalties on his books 
since he was elected pope in 
2005, Vatican officials said 
yesterday. 

Some 2.4 million euros 
of the proceeds will finance 
research on the pope's own 
theological teachings 
through a Vatican founda¬ 
tion in his name. 

The Joseph Ratzinger- 
Benedict XVI foundation 
was set up earlier this year to 
"promote research and stud¬ 
ies on the thinking of profes¬ 
sor Joseph Ratzinger." 

The rest of the money 
will go to charity, officials 
said. 

A book of interviews 
with Benedict in which he 
talks candidly about issues 
including sexuality and 
child abuse was released 
this week and is selling fast.

"We are worried about ad¬ 
ditional documents coming 
out," US ambassador to Bagh¬ 
dad James Jeffrey told re¬ 
porters.

I do 
not understand the motivation 
for releasing these documents. 

"They will not help, they 
will simply hurt our ability to 
do our work here."

"Anybody who has confi¬ 
dential discussions, who finds 
these confidential discussions 
find their way into the press, is 
going to be very unhappy and 
very upset," he said.

KLM to sell rides on 
XCOR’s rocket plane 


WILLEMSTAD,Curagao - As 
part of its frequent flier pro¬ 
gram, KLM Royal Dutch Air¬ 
lines will be offering future 
suborbital flights on a rocket 
plane to outer space. 

The airline said yesterday 
that it would market and sell 
flights to customers through a 
joint venture with Space Expe¬ 
rience Curacao, a government- 
backed space tourism com¬ 
pany foun-ded on the 
Caribbean island. 

“KLM will be supporting 
future suborbital flights through 
purchases, inclusion in their 
frequent flyer program, inclu¬ 
sion in future KLM vacation 
packages to Curacao, and other 
yet-to-be-named support,” the 
airline said in a statement. 

In early October, Space Ex¬ 
perience Curagao announced 
that it had struck an agreement 
with XCOR Aerospace Inc., a 


Moj ave-based commercial 
space company, to launch its 
rocket plane from the island 
and take adventure seekers to 
more than 327,000 feet, or 62 
miles, above the Earth's sur¬ 
face. 

At that suborbital altitude, 
passengers experience weight¬ 
lessness and see the curvature 
of the Earth. The experience 
takes place aboard a piloted 
two-seat, rocket-powered 
space plane called the Lynx. 
The cost of the short joy ride? 
$98,000. 

Curasao hopes its commer¬ 
cial airport can become a 
spaceport as early as 2014. The 
island is an ideal locale for 
space trips because of its small 
population, heavy traffic of 
tourists and picturesque land¬ 
scape, with its ice-blue ocean 
and lush countryside, XCOR 
has said.

Scuba diving is a re¬ 
laxing activity that 
connects the human 
with the marine 
creatures. Also, in 
the psycholo-gical 
level is a huge bene¬ 
fit in relationship of 
the individual with 
the aquatic environ¬ 
ment making the 
diver a more peace¬ 
ful person and lack 
of stress. Nothing 
can be compare with 
the sensation that re¬ 
sults from this un- 
forgettable 
experience. 

Aruba has many 
different dive sites 
and dive centers 
such as S.E.Aruba 
Fly and Dive, Mermaid 
Divers and Unique Sports of 
Aruba that will introduce you 
to scuba diving in Aruba. 

Like many species, sharks 
had been discriminated since 
they were shown as the most 
ruthless and evil beings of na¬ 
ture in the movies. Now the 
reality is different. Since I 
was 4 years old I’ve been 
around sharks from playing 
with street sharks toys during 
childhood to touching them 


in SeaWorld. Nevertheless, 
countries like Australia and 
Micronesia are the paradise 
for shark divers like me. In¬ 
deed, the maximum indivi¬ 
duals I dove with more than 
two hundred sharks in a 
beautiful dive site called blue 
corner in Micronesia, located 
2,900 km north of eastern 
Australia. 

Scientist found out that the 
well known great white shark 
chooses their prey based on 


the amount of calories that 
they contain. Thus, prefer to 
eat fish, seals and sea lions. 
This intelligent creature has a 
very good view and even sees 
in color. In fact, is more com¬ 
mon to be sting by bees than 
eaten by sharks. 

On the other hand, the 
whale shark is one of the 
largest fish in the world. This 
filter feeding creature is 
peaceful like a cloud sus¬ 
pended in the sky. They are 


seen at least twice a year in 
Antilla wreck for lucky 
divers. Personally, it is possi¬ 
ble to say that the whale 
shark is the most friendly 
shark that I dove with it and 
it was one of my dream dives 
since I became I diver. 

If you enjoy watching 
finding Nemo, imagine your¬ 
self diving around turtles in 
Arashi or discover the amaz¬ 
ing Antilla wreck in a short 
trip by boat to admire this un¬ 
derwater delights. 

Needless to say, don’t be 
afraid of sharks they are more 


afraid from you. In Aruba, 
sharks are not seen very often 
in contrast to Australia, Mi¬ 
cronesia and the Bahamas 
where they are commonly 
seen. 

In addition, become a 
diver and explore the under¬ 
water world that is there for 
you to see and protect for fur¬ 
ther generations to come.

Scientists find eyeless 
cave fish in Indonesia's 
Papua 
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JAKARTA (AFP) - Eyeless 
cave fish and a frog that car¬ 
ries its offspring on its back 
are among the new species a 
team of scientists have dis¬ 
covered in Indonesia's east¬ 
ern Papua region. 

The researchers from the 
Institute of Research and De¬ 
velopment (IRD) in Montpel¬ 
lier, southern France, studied 
caves, underground rivers 
and jungles in the remote 
Lengguru area of New 
Guinea island. 

"In terms of discoveries 
almost everything remains to 
be done in this area, which is 
very difficult to access but 
which has exceptionally rich 
biodiversity," IRD scientist 
Laurent Pouyaud told AFP. 

For seven weeks, the team 
including biologists, paleon¬ 
tologists and archaeologists 
explored the vast limestone 
"labyrinth" where species 
have evolved in isolation for 
millions of years. 


In one previously undocu¬ 
mented cave they found a 
new species of fish which 
had developed without eyes 
or pigmentation. 

"This is, to our knowl¬ 
edge, the first cave fish that 
has been discovered in 
Papua," Pouyaud said. 

The team's archaeologists 
were "overwhelmed" by cave 
paintings and tools made of 
shell which provided further 
evidence of the ancient mi¬ 
gration of people from Asia to 
the Australian continent some 
40,000 years ago, he said. 

The research was "the first 
step" in an ongoing project to 
study the region's biodiver¬ 
sity in conjunction with the 
Indonesian maritime affairs 
ministry and Institute of Sci¬ 
ences. 

Papua's biodiversity is at 
risk from plans to expand 
plantations and mining oper¬ 
ations in the area, Pouyaud 
said. 



'Fourth generation' Internet arrives in 
Hong Kong 


HONG KONG (AFP) - The 
latest generation of wireless 
Internet that will allow peo¬ 
ple to watch a crystal clear 
movie or live sporting event 
on the street or atop a hill is 
being deployed throughout 
Hong Kong. 

The Long Term Evolution 
(LTE) network will give 
super high speeds across the 
city and could mean the end 
of computers ever needing to 
be plugged into a wall for a 
connection to the net. 

The so-called "fourth gen¬ 
eration" system is being rolled 
out by Hong Kong mobile 
network operator CSL in part¬ 
nership with telecoms equip¬ 
ment maker ZTE Corporation. 

"The first launch of an 
LTE network any place in 
Asia is truly historic," Joseph 
O'Konek, CSL's chief execu¬ 
tive, told AFP. 

"For a lot of people, this 


will be their first experience 
of the Internet. They are at a 
huge advantage to previous 
Internet generations because 
they are leapfrogging all 
those fixed line technologies. 

"It is truly going to un¬ 
leash the power of human 
networks as this kind of sys¬ 
tem rolls out more and more 
across the world." 

LTE enables faster data 
downloads and uploads on 
mobile devices compared 
with a third-generation net¬ 
work. 

The system will give 
speeds of up to 100 megabits 
per second (Mbps) and 
should make the high quality 
viewing of full length movies 
or realtime live sporting 
events possible anywhere in 
the city. 

LTE networks are already 
operating in Europe, Scandi¬ 
navia and North America. 


’Fallout: New Vegas’ ups the 
ante with downloads 

"New Vegas" predecessor 
"Fallout 3" was crowned 
Game of the Year after its re¬ 
lease in 2008 and proved so 
popular that Bethesda ex¬ 
panded the action title with 
adventures in an array of 
downloadable software. 

A "Broken Steel" addition 
to "Fallout 3" even modified 
the end of the original game 
to resurrect the hero, who had 
sacrificed himself for the 
sake of other survivors in the 
post nuclear war scenario. 

"New Vegas" sold more 
than five million copies in the 
three weeks following its re¬ 
lease on October 19, taking in 
"well over 300 million dol¬ 
lars," according to Bethesda. 

The videogame was 
ranked by industry tracker 
NPD Group as the best-sell¬ 
ing title for consoles and for 
personal computers in Octo¬ 
ber. 

"We recognize that there 
are many high-quality games 
that come out during this 
time of year," said Bethesda 
president Vlatko Andonov. 

"We couldn't be more 
pleased at how well the game 
has been received. 

"New Vegas" is the fourth 
title in a winning franchise 
launched in 1997.

600,000 die each year from 
passive smoking: study 



PARIS (AFP) - Second-hand 
tobacco smoke kills upward 
of 600,000 people every year, 
nearly a third of them chil¬ 
dren, according to a first-ever 
global assessment released 
Friday. 

Unlike ’’lifestyle” dis¬ 
eases, which stem largely 
from individual choice, the 
victims of passive smoking 
pay the ultimate price for the 
health-wrecking behaviour of 
others, especially family 
members. 

Among non-smokers 
worldwide, 40 percent of 
children, 35 percent of 
women and 33 percent of 
men were exposed to second¬ 
hand smoke in 2004, the 
most recent year for which 
data was available across the 
192 countries examined. 

When added to the 5.1 
million fatalities attributable 
to active smoking, the final 
death toll from tobacco for 


2004 was more than 5.7 mil¬ 
lion people, the study con¬ 
cluded. 

Nearly half the passive¬ 
smoking deaths occurred in 
women, with the rest divided 
almost equally between chil¬ 
dren and men, said the study, 
published in the British med¬ 
ical journal The Lancet. 

Some 60 percent were 
caused by heart disease and 
30 percent by lower respira¬ 
tory infections, followed by 
asthma and lung cancer. 

All told, passive smoking 
accounted for fully one per¬ 
cent of worldwide mortality 
in 2004. 

Adult deaths caused by 
second-hand tobacco were 
spread evenly across the 
spectrum of poor-to-rich na¬ 
tions. 

But for children, poverty 
made things much worse, the 
study found. 

The adult-to-child ratio of 


fatalities in high-income Eu¬ 
rope, for example, was 
35,388 to 71. 

The ratio in Africa was 
nearly reversed: 9,514 to 
43,375. 

’’Children’s exposure to 
second-hand smoke most 
likely happens at home,” the 
researchers noted. ’’Infectious 
diseases and tobacco seems 
to be a deadly combination.” 

The tragedy of children 
felled by others’ smoke is 
even greater when calculated 
in years of life lost, rather 
than lives lost. 

One reason twice as many 
non-smoking women die is 
simply because they outnum¬ 
ber their male counterparts by 
60 percent. 

But they are also, in the 
developing world, 50 percent 
more likely to be exposed to 
harmful smoke. 

Passing and enforcing 
smoke-free laws for public 
spaces could significantly re¬ 
duce passive smoking mor¬ 
tality and health care costs, 
said lead researcher Annette 
Pruss-Ustun. 

Currently, only a small 
fraction — 7.4 percent — of 
the world population lives in 
areas with serious smoke-free 
laws, and even in these juris¬ 
dictions compliance is spotty. 

Where laws are enforced, 
exposure to second-hand 
smoke in high-risk settings 
such as bars and restaurants is 
cut by 90 percent, earlier re¬ 
search has shown. 

Anti-smoking regulations 
also lower cigarette con¬ 
sumption, and improve one’s 
chances of kicking the habit. 

The researchers recom¬ 
mend fully applying the 
World Health Organisation's 
(WHO) Framework Conven¬ 
tion on Tobacco Control, 
which includes tobacco tax 
hikes, advertising bans, and 
the use of nondescript pack¬ 
aging. 

"There can be no question 
that the 1.2 billion smokers in 
the world are exposing bil¬ 
lions of non-smokers to sec¬ 
ond-hand smoke, a 
disease-causing indoor pollu¬ 
tant,” note Heather Wipfli 
and Jonathan Samet of the 
University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia in Los Angeles. 

"Broad initiatives are 
needed to motivate families 
to put their own policies into 
place to reduce exposure ... at 
home,” they say in a com¬ 
mentary, also in The Lancet. 


TIPs Burn the boredom during exercise 


Rev up your metabo¬ 
lism by alternating 
your speed and inten¬ 
sity during aerobic 
workouts. Not only 
should you alternate 
your routine to pre¬ 
vent burnout or bore¬ 
dom, but to give your 
body a jolt.

Danish experts cook up 
high-protein anti-obesity diet 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Danish researchers have 
come up with a recipe for 
preventing and treating obe¬ 
sity: a diet high in proteins 
and low in refined starches 
such as white bread and 
white rice. 

Researchers from the Fac¬ 
ulty of Life Sciences (LIFE), 
University of Copenhagen, 
compared official European 
dietary recommendations 
with a diet based on more re¬ 
cent knowledge on the im¬ 
portance of proteins and 
carbohydrates for appetite 
regulation. 

Details of the project, 
code-name "Diogenes,” ap¬ 
pear in the November 25 
issue of the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

"If you want to lose 
weight,” read a statement an¬ 
nouncing the research, "you 
should maintain a diet that is 
high in proteins with more 
lean meat, low-fat dairy prod¬ 
ucts and beans and fewer 
finely refined starch calories 
such as white bread and 
white rice. 

"With this diet, you can 
also eat until you are full 
without counting calories and 
without gaining weight,” read 
the statement. 


A total of 772 European 
families participated in the 
study, comprising 938 adult 
family members and 827 
children. The families had at 
least a child between the ages 
of five and 17 years in good 
health, and a parent between 
the ages of 18 and 65. 

The overweight adults at 
first followed an eight-week 
diet and lost an average of 11 
kilos (24 pounds). 

Participants were then ran¬ 
domly assigned to one of five 
different low-fat diet types 
which they followed for six 
months, to test which diet 
was most effective at pre¬ 
venting a regain of weight. 

Throughout the project, 
dieticians gave the families 
help, and asked them to pro¬ 
vide blood and urine sam¬ 
ples. 

The children's study, pub¬ 
lished separately in the US 
journal Pediatrics, covered 
827 children, 45 percent of 
whom were overweight. 
After following their parent's 
diet the rate obesity dropped 
by 15 percent. 

The researchers conclude 
that the official European di¬ 
etary recommendations "are 
not sufficient for preventing 
obesity.”

Nos Cunucu is southeast 
of Palm Beach, a short drive 
into the heart of the 193- 
squarekilometre island that’s 
part of the Dutch kingdom. 
It’s decor is barebones and 
you’ll have to bear the flies, 
but owner Karel Arends has 
won over the local residents 
and is attracting tourists keen 
to venture away from the re¬ 
sorts. 

Nearly three-quarters of 
Aruba’s visitors are Ameri¬ 
cans, several of whom own 
weeks at one of the island’s 
many timeshare properties. 
Despite the bad press the is¬ 
land received in recent years 
following the disappearance 
of an Alabama teen while she 
was on spring break, Aruba 
continues to draw Americans 
in droves. 

“I viewed it as an isolated 
incident,” Dean Sether of 
Minnesota says of the 2005 
incident involving Natalee 
Holloway. He came to Aruba 
to celebrate his 15th wedding 
anniversary with his wife, 
Charlene. “We heard so many 
good things about Aruba 
from friends and family, and 
from what we read on the In¬ 
ternet, that we knew this was 
the place we wanted to go.”

Turkey tycoon Bernard Matthews dies 
on U.S. Thanksgiving 



LONDON, England - Turkey tycoon 
Bernard Matthews — the man behind the in¬ 
famous turkey twizzler — has died at the age 
of 80 his company said. 

His death came on Thursday, Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day in the U.S, a celebration often re¬ 
ferred to as 'Turkey Day." 

Matthews was one of the first business¬ 
men to personally advertise their products 
on national television, coining the memo¬ 
rable catchphrase, "they're bootiful" in his 
rich Norfolk accent. 

"He is the man who effectively put 
turkey on the plates of everyday working 
families and in so doing became one of the 
largest employers in rural East Anglia and 
a major supporter of the local farming com¬ 
munity," said the company's chief executive 
Noel Bartram in a statement. 

Matthews, the son of a mechanic, left 
school at 16 and went on to become a 
household name, only stepping down as chairman of the company on his 80th birthday early 
this year. 

"From simple beginnings, with an initial investment of just 2.50 pounds 60 years ago, 
Bernard Matthews took the business from 20 turkey eggs and a second-hand paraffin incubator 
to a successful and thriving multi million pound company," said Bartram. 

In recent years his company was dogged by an image problem after the celebrity chef Jamie 
Oliver maligned turkey twizzlers, one of the company's key product lines. It also was hit hard 
by the 2007 outbreak of bird flu.

Wall Street down after rollercoaster 
week

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Wall Street lurched from gains 
to losses in a rollercoaster ride 
this week, amid concerns 
about the eurozone, tensions 
on the Korean peninsula and 
amid a US holiday. 

"US equity markets experi¬ 
enced light trade this week due 
to the Thanksgiving Day holi¬ 
day, but that trade was volatile 
due to geopolitical concerns," 
said analysts at Briefmg.com 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average fell one percent for 
the week, while the S&P 500 
was down 0.7 percent. 

The week’s trade was dom¬ 
inated by news that Ireland had 
agreed a 114 billion dollar 
bailout from the European 
Union and the International 
Monetary Fund, in the face of 
unsustainable borrowing costs. 

The publicly vilified bailout 
prompted the government to 
call elections early next year, 
and the fate of an accompany¬ 
ing package of reforms remain 
in the balance. 

Traders initially appeared to 
take news of the bailout in 
their stride, but as concerns 
grew that the crisis may engulf 
Portugal and even Spain — one 
of Europe's largest economies 
— traders reduced their risk ex¬ 
posure. That pummeled some 
banks with large exposure to 
Europe. 

Barclays' US traded shares 
fell over seven percent during 
the week. European banks 
UBS, Deutsche Bank, Credit 
Suisse and Royal Bank of 
Scotland also saw their US 
share price trounced. 

US bank suffered less, but 
were not immune. Morgan 
Stanley shares fell 3.5 percent 
and Citigroup and Bank of 
America were also hit. 


LISBON, Portugal (AFP) - 
Portugal is able to fund its 
borrowing needs on the mar¬ 
ket, Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates insisted yesterday in 
the face of reports that an out¬ 
side rescue package might be 
prepared. 

"Portugal has all the con¬ 
ditions to finance itself on the 
market," Socrates told a 
meeting with foreign journal¬ 
ists. "I'm confident that the 
adoption of the state budget 
will help strengthen market 
confidence" in the country. 

"Europe has work to do 
and this consists in quickly 
defining a strategy that will

Dutch prostitutes learn new tricks

GENEVA, Switzerland (AFP) 
- The number of very poor 
countries has doubled in the 
last 30 to 40 years, while the 
number of people living in ex¬ 
treme poverty has also grown 
two-fold, a UN think-tank 
warned. 

In its annual report on the 
49 least developed countries 
(LDCs) in the world, the UN 
Conference on Trade and De¬ 
velopment (UNCTAD) said 
that the model of development 
that has prevailed to date for 
these countries has failed and 
should be re-assessed. 

"The traditional models that 
have been applied to LDCs 
that tend to move the LDCs in 
the direction of trade-related 
growth seem not to have done 
very well," said Supachai Pan- 
itchpakdi, secretary general of 
UNCTAD. 

"What happened is that in 
the past 30-40 years, the num¬ 
ber of LDCs have doubled so 
it has actually deteriorated, the 
number of people living under 
the poverty line has doubled 
from the 1980s." 

The report indicated that 


the situation has sharply dete¬ 
riorated in the past few years. 

The number of individuals 
living in extreme poverty "in¬ 
creased by three million per 
year during the boom years of 
2002 and 2007," reaching 421 
million people in 2007. 

While these countries 
proved somewhat resilient dur¬ 
ing the crisis, they are neverthe¬ 
less very fragile, notably due to 
their dependence on imports. 

"The import dependance 
has become quite devastating, 
the expenditure for LDCs on 
food imports rose from 9 bil¬ 
lion dollars in 2002 to 23 bil¬ 
lion in 2008," noted Supachai. 

In addition, the economies 
in these countries are little di¬ 
versified, with very weak im¬ 
provements in domestic sa¬ 
vings, a strong reliance on ex¬ 
ternal savings and a faster de¬ 
pletion of natural resources, 
said UNCTAD. 

"All these shortcomings are 
now hindering the nations’ 
post-recession development 
prospects," it warned, calling 
on the countries to adopt a new 
structure of development. 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dutch prostitute 
Terry van der Zijden proudly 
points to a photo she took of 
the bedroom in which she plies 
her trade; a sexless still-life 
neatly mounted on the wall of 
an Amsterdam art gallery. 

"There is my bed, that is my 
bureau," she states matter-of- 
factly in front of a picture of a 
room with tranquil green linen, 
scatter cushions and potted 
flowers — part of an exhibition 
entitled "This is my work¬ 
place" by sex workers who 
completed a photography 
course in June. 

Van der Zijden works at 
home in the south Netherlands. 

"It is a multi-functional 
space. It is suitable for having 
sex, but it is also where I 
sleep," explained the 65-year- 
old in a chaste skirt suit and 
red, high-heeled, leather boots. 

Van der Zijden, whose pic¬ 
tures seem tame among those 
of dildos and studded leather 
restraints taken by some of her 
colleagues, said she hoped the 
exhibition will challenge peo¬ 
ple's prejudices. 

"When people think about 
prostitutes, or whores as some 
call us, they have a certain 
image in their heads. I wanted 
to show that a sex worker can 
be making her living behind 
any arbitrary door," she said, 
pointing to another photo of 
her living room with a 
Humphrey Bogart poster on 
the wall, book shelves and a 
computer. 

"Prostitutes are not just 
women who lie on their backs. 
We can also be photographers. 
We also have other interests." 

Ex-prostitute and labour 
unionist Metje Blaak, 61, said 
the course she presented was 
paid from a government em¬ 
powerment grant. 

Twenty women took part, 
aged 20 to 65 from around the 
country, of whom 12 are ex¬ 
hibiting at the small Vriend 
van Bavink gallery around the 
corner from Amsterdam's fa¬ 
mous red light district. 

"Part of our aim was to help 
the women realise 'I can do 
more than that'," said Blaak, 
referring to sex work. "We 
want to give them confidence. 

"Our goal is not to encour¬ 
age women to leave the trade. 
But we want them to leam new 
skills so that they can leave if 
they want to." 

Blaak, who quit the sex 
trade after 25 years in 1995 to 
become a professional photog¬ 
rapher, said many women find 
it difficult to leave. 

They have trouble putting 
aside a nest egg, often had few 
marketable skills, and lived in 
a cocoon they found hard to 
break free from. 

"I myself was very afraid of 


the big, bad world," Blaak re¬ 
calls of the time she decided to 
quit. 

Blaak said the women re¬ 
acted enthusiastically to the 
idea of learning photography, 
eagerly soaking up the finer 
skills of portraiture, composi¬ 
tion and lighting during one- 
to-two hour, weekly classes 
presented over a month. 

"At the end, I gave them an 
assignment to photograph their 
work rooms. The results were 
so good that we decided to put 
on an exhibition," she said. 

The result was 50 pictures 
that provide a revealing look 
behind the scenes: men trawl¬ 
ing the streets for sex, a whim¬ 
sical lipstick smear on a coffee 
cup, and ironic depictions of 
multi-coloured dildos, lingerie, 
whips and chains. 

Brothel owner Willy van 
der Sloot, 57, halts at a picture 
she shot inside the room of one 
of her tenants. 

"Those clothes pegs are for 
clamping nipples," she points 
and explains, giggling play¬ 
fully. 

Van der Sloot believes it is 
good that people "get a 
glimpse behind the curtains." 

"I know how curious peo¬ 


ple are. It is nice that they see 
what is inside, that they can get 
an idea of what happens there, 
to understand better." 

Though the world's oldest 
profession was long tolerated 
in the Netherlands, it was only 
legalised in 2000. 

According to Blaak's De 
Rode Draad (The Red Thread) 
labour union, there are about 
25,000 sex workers in the 
Netherlands, working the 
streets, behind windows, in 
nightclubs, brothels, private 
homes, massage parlours and 
escort agencies. 

Gallery owner Ruben Bun¬ 
der said the opening of the ex¬ 
hibition was "one of my 
biggest ever" in five years, ex¬ 
plaining that "sex always at¬ 
tracts clients." 

A dozen of the photographs 
have been sold for up to 400 
euros (about 550 dollars) each, 
the proceeds of which will go 
back to De Rode Draad for fu¬ 
ture projects. 

Hundreds of people have 
seen the exhibition since it 
opened on November 3, said 
Bunder. "Due to popular de¬ 
mand, we have decided to ex¬ 
tend the exhibition by a week, 
to December 3." 
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Nadal rips umpire but marches 
into semis 



LONDON (AFP) - Rafael 
Nadal launched a furious 
blast at umpire Carlos 
Bemardes as the world num¬ 
ber one clinched his place in 
the semi-finals of the ATP 
World Tour Finals with a 7-6 
(7/3), 6-1 win over Tomas 
Berdych on Friday. 

Nadal felt aggrieved when 
Brazilian official Bernardes 
awarded a point to Berdych 
after the Czech sixth seed 
successfully challenged a call 
that his shot had gone out. 

The Spaniard had stopped 
playing because Bernardes 
signalled the ball was out and 
felt the point should have 
been replayed. He responded 
to the decision with a pro¬ 
longed rant at the umpire be¬ 



fore eventually continuing 
the match. 

The controversy actually 
worked in Nadafs favour as 
he took out his frustration on 
Berdych to secure the set he 
needed to reach the last four 
before eventually cruising to 
his third successive victory at 
the end-of-year event at Lon¬ 
don's 02 Arena. 

Nadal qualifies as Group 
A winner and will play 
British number one Andy 
Murray, the Group B runner- 
up, in Saturday's semi-finals. 

Berdych's heavy defeat 
means he has no chance of 
making the last four. 

The final matches of the 
round-robin stage can bring 
all manner of mathematical 
equations into play, but the 
sums for Nadal were simple - 
he just needed one set to go 
through. 

Since 2007, Nadal had 
beaten Berdych in all seven 
of their meetings, with the 
last and most famous his 
straight sets victory in this 
year's Wimbledon final. 

The chance to avenge that 
defeat gave Berdych an extra 
incentive as he sought to fol¬ 
low Wednesday's impressive 
win over Roddick by claim¬ 
ing an even greater scalp. 

He had a golden opportu¬ 
nity to take the initiative after 
earning two break points in 
Nadal's first service game, 
but the French and US Open 
champion wasn't fazed and 
came up with two winners to 
emerge unscathed. 

Berdych's serve was under 
pressure in the fifth game as 
Nadal won two break points, 


however a fine forehand from 
the Czech was followed by a 
succession of booming serves 
to get him out of trouble. 

Berdych's serve wasn't se¬ 
riously threatened by Nadal 
for the rest of the set and a 
tie-breaker was needed to de¬ 
cide it, but not before the 
Spaniard let rip at Bemardes. 

Nadal stopped playing as 
he felt the ball was out, but 
Berdych challenged the um¬ 
pire's call that the backhand 
was long. 

Replays showed the ball 
was in and Bernardes 
awarded the point to 
Berdych, even though Nadal 
felt it should have been re¬ 
played, prompting a furious 
protest from the 24-year-old. 

Nadal responded to that 
perceived injustice by putting 
even more power behind his 
already-formidable ground- 
strokes. 

Berdych had no answer to 
Nadal in this pumped-up 
mood and the Spaniard won 
the tie-break in convincing 
fashion. 

Even with his semi-final 
place assured, there was no 
chance of a ferocious com¬ 
petitor like Nadal taking his 
foot off the gas, especially 
with that grievance still nag¬ 
ging away at him. 

He broke in the fourth 
game of the second set after 
Berdych unwisely opted for a 
drop-shot from the baseline 
that flopped apologetically 
into the net. 

Nadal went for the kill 
now and broke again for a 5- 
1 lead before serving out the 
match.

Van Gaal insists all is 
rosy at Bayern 



BERLIN (AFP) - At the end 
of a week when he was repri¬ 
manded by his club for taking 
a swipe at Frank Ribery in 
the media, Bayern Munich 
coach Louis van Gaal in¬ 
sisted that he still took pleas¬ 
ure from his job with the 
German champions. 

On Thursday, Bayern's di¬ 
rector of sport Christian Ner- 
linger took van Gaal to task 
for accusing Ribery of not 
putting enough effort into a 
friendly match designed to 
help the French international 
return to full fitness. 

Nerlinger said of van 
Gaal: "He sometimes pro¬ 
vokes and you shouldn't al¬ 
ways take everything he says 
seriously. 

"But he is not giving the 
best impression of us at the 
moment and we have to work 
on changing this." 

Despite that rebuke van 
Gaal maintained Friday that 


all was well at Bayern. 

"The most important thing 
is the chemistry between my 
players and my staff. It's very 
good," he said. 

And despite Bayern's po¬ 
sition, 14 points adrift of 
Bundesliga leaders Borussia 
Dortmund, he described the 
first half of the season as hav¬ 
ing been "fantastic". 

"We won the German 
Super-Cup, we have our 
ticket to the Champions 
League last 16, we're still in 
the running for the German 
Cup and we're only five 
points behind third place (in 
the league)," he stated. 

"The only difference with 
last season is that Dortmund 
are further ahead than Lev¬ 
erkusen were at the same pe¬ 
riod. 

"We all have to row in the 
same direction, and every¬ 
thing is possible (in the sec¬ 
ond half of the campaign)" 

"I've said to my players 
that they must believe in 
themselves, that's the most 
important thing." 

Van Gaal then disclosed 
he had had a meeting with 
Bayern directors on Thurs¬ 
day. 

"Everything went very 
well," he reported. 

Van Gaal is under contract 
until 2012, but with his side 
eighth in the table, Bayern's 
bosses are far from impressed 
with this season's perform¬ 
ances after the Dutchman 
won the German league and 
cup double last season.

Brady throws four TDs as 
Patriots rout Lions

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Tom Brady tossed four 
touchdown passes in the sec¬ 
ond half as the New England 
Patriots routed the Detroit 
Lions 45-24 Thursday at 
Ford Field. 

Deion Branch and Wes 
Welker each caught a pair of 
touchdown passes for the Pa¬ 
triots, who broke the game 
open with a dominating sec¬ 
ond half. 

"As far as today goes, it was 
a real good effort in the second 
half,” Patriots head coach Bill 
Belichick said. ”In the end it 
was a lot of guys stepping up 
and making plays.” 

The game was one of 
three National Football 
League contests being held 
on the United States Thanks¬ 
giving holiday. 

At Cowboys Stadium in 
Texas, Drew Brees ? 12-yard 
touchdown pass to Lance 
Moore following a Dallas 
fumble late in the final quar¬ 
ter lifted the New Orleans 
Saints to a 30-27 win over the 
Cowboys. 

In the late game, Mark 
Sanchez completed 16-of-28 
passes for 166 yards as the 
New York Jets defeated 
Cincinnati 26-10. 

Welker's second touch¬ 
down catch from Brady with 
just under seven minutes left 


clinched the win for New 
England (9-2). Branch and 
Brady also connected on a 
79-yard pass in the fourth to 
tie the game. 

New England now sits 
tied atop the AFC East with 
the Jets for the NFL's best 
record. 

Detroit, who have just two 
wins in 11 games this season, 
suffered their seventh con¬ 
secutive loss on Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. The Lions led by 11 
points in the first half before 
their second half meltdown. 

”We played poor on de¬ 
fence to give up all those 
long plays,” Lions head 
coach Jim Schwartz said. 
"Dropping coverage and 
man-to-man is not the way to 
play against a team that has a 
lot of firepower.” 

Brady completed 21 -of-27 
passes for 341 yards for the 
Patriots who have won three 
straight since a November 7 
loss to Cleveland. 

BenJarvus Green-Ellis 
rushed a dozen times for 59 
yards and two touchdowns 
for New England. 

There are some intriguing 
matchups on tap for Sunday's 
game, including the Atlanta 
Falcons against the Green 
Bay Packers who are both 
seeking to extend their win 
streaks to five games. 


Green Bay, led by quarter¬ 
back Aaron Rodgers, is tied 
on top of the NFC's North 
Division with Chicago with a 
7-3 record. 

The NFC encounter be¬ 
tween two top Super Bowl 
contenders also features Matt 
Ryan's Falcons who have 
eight wins and two losses and 
own the NFC's best record. 

Ryan has the Falcons av¬ 
eraging 31 points during their 
four-game winning streak. 
During that stretch, Ryan is 
averaging 275.8 yards with 
nine touchdowns and only 
one interception in the last 
four games.Rodgers is lead¬ 
ing Green Bay with his su¬ 
perb passing attack over their 
last four games. 

The Packers are also aver¬ 
aging 28 points per game de¬ 
spite losing star running back 
Ryan Grant to injury in the 
first week of the season. 

Rodgers tossed for 301 
yards and a career-high four 
touchdowns in a 31 -3 win at 
Minnesota last Sunday. 

The San Diego Chargers 
can win their fifth game in 
the last six with a victory 
over the Indianapolis Colts 
this weekend. 

This is San Diego's third 
trip to Indianapolis in just 
over five years. 

"They are a team that cre¬ 
ates problems for you just in 
terms of matchups,” Colts' 
head coach Jim Caldwell 
said. "It's been a real battle 
with them throughout the 
years as well.” 

The surprising Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers will try to hand 
the Baltimore Ravens their 
first home loss in more than 
a year on Sunday.

Kaymer closing in on Europe top spot 



DUBAI, United Arab Emi¬ 
rates (AFP) - The leaderboard 
at the halfway stage of Dubai 
World Championship on Fri¬ 
day had a distinct English 
flavour, but Martin Kaymer 
remained the man of the mo¬ 
ment at the Earth course of 
Jumeirah Golf Estates. 

England's Ross Fisher 
matched the course record 
eight-under par 64 to vault to 
the top at nine-under par 135, 
and was joined there later in 
the day by Ian Poulter, who 
continued his superb run of 
form with a 66. 

One behind the leading 
duo was the defending cham¬ 
pion Fee Westwood after his 
67, while Paul Casey was the 


fourth player from England 
in the top-six. Casey (67) and 
Thailand's Thongchai Jaidee 
(69) were at seven-under par 
137. 

But it was the other player 
at seven-under par 137, Mar¬ 


tin Kaymer, who has been the 
talk of the golfing world. 

The German looks all set 
to become the new European 
No. 1 on Sunday after his only 
challenger, Northern Ireland's 
Graeme McDowell, could 


only manage a one-over par 
73 and slipped to tied 42nd 
place. 

McDowell needs to finish 
inside the top-three on Sun¬ 
day to have any chance of 
denying Kaymer, who re¬ 
mained in touch with the 
leaders after a battling round 
of two-under par 70. 

Poulter, winner of Hong 
Kong Open last week, is 
bogey-free after the first 36 
holes here, and has dropped 
only two shots (in the final 
round of Hong Kong) in his 
last six rounds. 

On Friday, he began with 
four birdies in his first four 
holes, then took a breather, 
and added two more on the 


back nine for his 66. 

"Very, very pleased with 
the round," Poulter said. 

"Obviously, carrying some 
form from last week, driving 
the ball in the fairway an 
awful lot. I think I missed one 
fairway today by a couple of 
inches. 

Kaymer said he did not hit 
the ball as well as Thursday's 
opening round, but he wasn't 
going to complain much about 
a two-under par 70 round. 

"I didn't really hit a lot of 
greens. I struggled a little bit 
to save pars. I made a 3 putt 
on the par 3, On the back 
nine, I didn’t really give my¬ 
self a lot of chances for 
birdies.
